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GEAC Opposes Proposal to Block Council Ponders Park Name,

Speed Control on Northway

Members of the Greenbelt \ 
East Advisory Committee 5 
(GEAC) expressed outrage \\ 
at the proposals of the State 
Highway Administration 
(SHA) to erect a median on 
Greenbelt Road, blocking all 
left turns, GEAC met 
March 5 at Hunting Ridge. 

SHA Proposals 

Council member Edward Pu- 
tens reported on a meeting that 
had been held on the morning 
of March 5 with SHA officials, 
State Senator Leo Green, Board 
of Education Chair Suzanne 
Plogman, Greenbelt City Mana¬ 
ger Daniel Hobbs and Putens. 

The intersection has been the 
subject of numerous meetings, 
letters anu studies. 

SHA’s current proposal is to 
install a light that will be oper¬ 
ated by school crossing guards 
to stop traffic on Greenbelt 
Road and allow children to cross 
to and from the high school. 

But SHA will not install a light 
unless the median is completely 
blocked off, or, in their alternate 
proposal, constructed to allow 
left turns from east- and west¬ 
bound Greenbelt Road but not 
out of either the high school or 
Frankfort Drive. (See ilustra- 
tions.) 

The light, which is in the cur¬ 
rent SHA budget for $100,000, 
would only be operated by the 
guards, who are present for 
about half an hour at the open¬ 
ing and closing of school. The 
blocking of the median is neces¬ 
sary to ensure pedestrian safe¬ 
ty, SHA maintains. 

Closing of the median would 
require rerouting of the school 
buses at the end of the day- 
Now all buses leave directly onto 
Greenbelt Road from the park¬ 
ing lot, with the crossing guard 
stopping traffic. Under the SHA 
proposal, the buses would exit 
from the rear of the school onto 
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City May Raise Parking Fines 
And Trash Collection Fees

Residents may soon see Greenbelt police officers apply¬ 
ing boots to the cars of parking scofflaws and may face 
higher parking fines and fees for trash collection and other 
services. The Greenbelt City Council discussed these chang¬ 
es proposed by City Manager Daniel G. Hobbs at a March 23 
worksession. Council is scheduled to take formal action on 
these items at dts March 30 regular meeting. 

Although police fines and some and fringe benefits) costs of the 


other fees will require city legis 
lation, some changes can be im¬ 
plemented immediately if council 
takes formal action on Monday. 

Hobbs proposed a variety of 
changes following a “Cost Re¬ 
covery Study” conducted by Ad¬ 
ministrative Assistant Erie Ber¬ 
lin. The study compares the 
revenues raised by a particular 
operation with the direct (most¬ 
ly labor) and indirect (overhead

children,” Roy Dahl said he 
could see it having the opposite 
effect, as motorists trying to exit 
from Frankfort Drive might take 
advantage of the stopped Green- 
belt Road traffic and turn right 
directly into the school children 
crossing the road. 

Price also predicted an up¬ 
surge in U-turns at the Mandan 
Road / Greenbelt Road intersec¬ 
tion, Those who now turn left 
from Frankfort onto Greenbelt 
will be forced to turn right and 
will then make the U-turn at 
Mandan, rather than taking the 
long way around down Frankfort 
to Ora Glen, up Hanover Park¬ 
way to a left turn at the Han- 
over/Greenbelt Road light. 

Several of those present point¬ 
ed out that under the alternate 
proposal, SHA is providing for 
a left-turn from eastbound 
Greenbelt Road into Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. This 
movement is presently illegal 
and is still marked as prohibited 
on the SHA plan drawing, 

“What we need is a four-way 
light to allow all turns,” said 
Sheldon Goldberg of Windsor 
Green. GEAC Chair. GEAC has 
not taken an official position on 
the light, since two of the six 
member groups are opposed to 
another light on Greenbelt Road. 
Five of the six members must 
agree for GEAC to take a po¬ 
sition. 

Putens, Bram and the GEAC 
members agreed that the city, 
school board, GEAC and citizens 
should meet, without the SHA, 
to brainstorm options and de¬ 
velop a unified city response to 
SHA's proposal. Goldberg will

GEAC Opposition 

Dorothy Pyles of Greenbriar 
strongly presented Greenbriar's 
position: “We are opposed to 
buses leaving onto Mandan,” 
Council member Antoinette M. 
Bram, who also attended the 
GEAC meeting, agreed with 
Pyles, decrying the impact of 
the bus traffic on the residential 
streets and the already congest¬ 
ed Greenbelt Road / Hanover 
Parking intersection. 

Martha Price of W i n d so r 
Green also took strong excep¬ 
tion of the proposal, “I don't 
understand how SHA’s proposal 
will increase the safety of the 


operation. 

Berlin told the News Review 
that no changes were recom¬ 
mended to Recreation Depart¬ 
ment fees because, although cer¬ 
tain programs were not covering 
their costs, recreation programs 
in total did. 

At the work session, several 
changes recommended by Hobbs 
See FINES, page 4, col.

Finishing before 9:30 p.m., the regular city council 
meeting on Monday, March 16 was one of the shortest in 
years. Everyone was full of good humor as council agreed 
to have a contest to name the park currently called Schrom 
Hills Park, look into ways to reduce speeding on Northway, 
buy a trash truck and hire a new member for the Greenbelt 


CARES staff. 

Schrom Hills 

Schrom Hills Park will be 
dedicated in a ceremony on 
Greenbelt Day, June 7. A plaque 
is being prepared for the park. 
At the meeting, council was 
asked how they liked the quote 
that had been picked out for the 
plaque. Council Member Antoin¬ 
ette Bram exclaimed “absolutely 
not.” She felt a nature-oriented 
quote would be more appropriate. 
So she will look for more quotes, 
as will Hank Irving, director of 
the Recreation Department. 

The current quote is by for¬ 
mer president Harry S. Truman: 
“The right cf children to play, 
to sing and to dance; the right 
of youth to sport for sport’s 
sake; the right of men and wo¬ 
men to use leisure in the pur¬ 
suit of happiness in their own 
way, are basic to our American 
heritage.” 

Council agreed to hold a con¬ 
test to name the park. An ad 
has already appeared in the 
News Review announcing the 
contest and encouraging sugges¬ 
tions. During council’s discus¬ 
sion council member Thomas 
X. White suggested that the cur¬ 
rent name be one of the possi¬ 
bilities. Council members Bram, 
White, and Rodney Roberts liked 
the idea of a historical name. 

Council member Edward Pu¬ 
tens favored a contest. Part of 
the park is the Schrom Hills air¬ 
port, the Schrom family lived 
nearby.

Council supported a decision 
to have the city staff design 
and implement a physical deter¬ 
rent to speeding on Northway. 
White, who introduced the mo¬ 
tion, explained that this could 
include speed ,humps or closing- 
up the road. Putens suggested

Banned at Lake 

Bass fishing has been banned 
at the lake in Buddy Attick 
Park, Signs have been posted by 
direction of the State of Mary¬ 
land, 

The Tidewater Administration 
of the State of Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources has 
established a closed season for 
black bass. It is illegal to possess 
largemouth or smallmouth bass 
in non-tidal waters from March 
1 through June 15, 1992. Imme¬ 
diate release bass fishing is per¬ 
mitted* 


Crescent Road only as far as 
Woodland Way. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said he 
did not think speed humps or 
bumps were the solution, but 
supported looking into further 
alternatives. Bram and Roberts 
had earlier voted for speed 
humps, 

Mark Davis, president of the 
Woodland Hills Homeowner As¬ 
sociation, thanked the police and 
city manager for traffic enforce¬ 
ment during the last few weeks. 
The many tickets given out for 
26 and 27 mph had done more 
to further the solution than all 
his talks on the subject during 
the last seven years, he said. 
Also, he hoped improvement 
would be made to the inner 
walkway system. 

Northway resident Betty Maf- 
fay said it was the consensus 
of the residents of Woodland 
Hills to do something about the 
speeding. 

Miscellaneous 

Council agreed to purchase a 
new 1990 model trash truck and 
radio for a total of $61,625, The 
vehicle it will replace breaks 
down frequently. City Manager 
Daniel Hobbs quipped, “In my 
business, no matter what you do, 
get the trash picked up ” There 
is money set aside in the city’s 
replacement fund for this pur¬ 
pose. 

Dr. David Pellegrini, a psy¬ 
chologist consultant to Greenbelt 
CARES, resigned. Council ac¬ 
cepted the decision of Carol Lev- 
enthal. director of Greenbelt 
CARES, to hire Dr. Borman 
Epstein as his replacement Ep¬ 
stein is an Associate Professor 
at the University of Maryland 
in the Family and Human De¬ 
velopment Department. He will 
begin work this month on the 
same schedule as Dr. Pellegrini- 

Council agreed to obtain a bid 
from Wooden & Benson to per¬ 
form the same audit as last 
year. 

Council approved Hobbs’ sug¬ 
gestion to have a city ordinance 
that protects public officials, city 
staff and advisory board mem¬ 
bers if they are sued for actions 
that are the result of carrying 
out their duties* It would not 
cover willful acts, malicious mis¬ 
feasance or malfeasance. Hobbs 
commented that it is “unfair for 
(advisory board members) to be 
left out there handling any lita- 
gation” resulting from their 
work. 

Council agreed to support 
H.R. 3560—legislation pending 
before the United States Con¬ 
gress to return some regulatory 
powers over cable television com¬ 
panies to local governments.

No More Cuts 

Every winter the school board 
approves a budget that the Coun¬ 
ty Council routinely cuts by 
about 10 percent every spring. 
We cannot do that this spring 
without severely handicapping our 
children’s education. 

Our schools have already sus¬ 
tained the brunt of the county's 
budget slashing—$64.8 million 
during the last 18 months. We 
have already cut everybody’s pay 
for five days. We do not buy 
books- Buses that shuttled ath¬ 
letes and band members to their 
neighborhoods following their af¬ 
ter-school practices are no more. 
Class sizes are growing because 
we had to eliminate 60 teaching 
positions. 

Teachers hoard and deal their 
paper allotments as if they 
were in Gorki, rather than Green- 
belt. Our county ranks last in 
the state in instructional mater¬ 
ials per pupil- In fact now we 
spend 15-2 percent less on in- 
strucional materials than in 1982 
when TRIM forced us to lay off 
507 emloyees. 

In preparing this year’s bud¬ 
get Superintendet Ed Felegy did 
what the County Council has 
been training him to do since he 
was hired last summer. He cut. 
Rather than inflate parent and 
employee expectations by includ¬ 
ing any wish lists in the budget, 
he cut, No extras are left for 
the county executive, county 
council or state legislators to 
cut, unless they want to flush 
this county’s future social and 
economic health down the Po¬ 
tomac, With the employee mor¬ 
ale fading, and our best teachers 
freshening their resumes to find 
jobs elsewhere, we will not be 
able to do more with less. 

Here are the cuts Mr. Felegy 
has already proposed for this 
budget; 

-—126 administrative positions 
have been eliminated at a sav¬ 
ings of $3.8 million. A layer of 
supervisors will not be around to 
make sure someone is perform¬ 
ing in the classroom, 

—the magnet coordinators that 
have produced and spoon fed the 
successful new magnet programs 
will now have to spend half their 
time teaching in the classrooms. 
Count on seeing some of our most 
talented program producers quit 
and go elsewhere, 

—15 elementary school music and 
physical education positions will 
be eliminated to save $460,000, 
It means our children will re¬ 
ceive one less day a week of 
physical education or music. Re¬ 
call that we culturally ravaged

our elementary schooLs in 1982 
when we laid off all of our ele¬ 
mentary art teachers. 

Here is the wish list that is 
required to make this year's bud¬ 
get work. 

— Funding must be provided by 
the county to offset the 3400 stu¬ 
dent increase in our student pop¬ 
ulation. 

—The state must fulfill its legis¬ 
lative responsibility of paying 
$2-9 million for our teachers’ re¬ 
tirement plans and social secur¬ 
ity benefits, 

—The state must contribute to 
the Milliken and magnet pro¬ 
grams mandated by the Federal 
court orders. 

When our wealthiest property 
owners witness the impending 
declines in our school system, 
they will flee to neighboring 
counties where education spend¬ 
ing has been seen as an invest¬ 
ment, rather than a liability. The 
resale value of our houses will 
drop. The tax base will decline- 
The quality of our police protec¬ 
tion and public services will be¬ 
gin to fall in an ugly vicious 
circle. Employers will leave as 
their businesses feel the threat 
of crime, drugs and violence. 

The savings we think we can 
borrow today from our schools 
can affect life as we know it 
here in Prince Georges County. 
Tell our teachers and our admin¬ 
istrators that they are dispensa¬ 
ble along with our books and 
paper and buses, and our child¬ 
ren will suffer. Our future is in 
our schools. We must make the 
choices now' that will dictate the 
quality of our future. 

Please call or w’rite County 
Council members and the coun¬ 
ty executive and tell them the 
education of our children must 
be our top priority,

School Safety 
Task Force 

Many Greenbelt residents have 
actively supported legislation I 
sponsored in the previous two 
sessions to reduce the maximum 
speed limits near schools by es¬ 
tablishing school safety zones to 
minimize the likelihood of traf¬ 
fic accidents involving children 


going to and from school. Large¬ 
ly as a result of our legslative 
efforts, the State Highway Ad¬ 
ministration decided to develop 
a program to identify and cor¬ 
rect possible safety problems in 
the vicinity of schools situated 
near state highways. 

The SHA is completing an in¬ 
ventory of all schools located 
near state highways and the ba¬ 
sic traffic controls in use near 
these schools. The SHA has also 
completed in-depth reports on 
approximately 20 schools that 
have had documented safety 
problems, Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School is one of the schools 
that is being targeted for spe¬ 
cial attention. 

The SHA has also established 
a steering committee to guide 
the work of SHA staff and make 
recommendations. The commit¬ 
tee brought together for the first 
time highway engineers, educa¬ 
tors and police to participate 
in the decision-making process. 

I serve on the steering commit¬ 
tee, along with representatives 
from the PTA, the SHA, com¬ 
munity groups, and other legis¬ 
lators. 

We will be selecting members 
of a task force which will in¬ 
clude representatives of state* 
county and local traffic engi¬ 
neers, school transportation ex¬ 
perts, members of the state, 
county and local police, commun¬ 
ity leaders, myself and other 
members of the legislature. The 
Task Force will meet regularly 
to develop plans to identify 
school routes, notify appropriate 
agencies responsible for correct¬ 
ing problems and hazards, estab¬ 
lish guidelines, educate drivers 
and children about any new 
legislation and develop safety 
programs. 

The next meeting of the steer¬ 
ing commitee will take place soon 
after session ends. I hope any¬ 
one who has any questions about 
the work of the steering commit¬ 
tee or the soon-to-be appointed 
task force will contact me at

Help Keep j 
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Russian Roulette 

I read with great interest the 
letters from those residents of 
Woodland Hills regarding speed 
limit enforcement on Northway 
Road. I have some comments: 

1. Jordon diaper's comment 
that "very few pedestrians use 
Norbhway” is samply not accur¬ 
ate. For those living at the top of 
Northway or heading toward 
Eastway, the walkway system 
will never be a practical path¬ 
way, even if access were improv¬ 
ed. The pathway takes pedestri¬ 
ans through a tunnel to deposit 
them in the woods between Re¬ 
search and Laurel Hill, 

To reach the Hillside/North- 
way intersection, my family 
slogs across a creek and through 
a lot of mud — and even then 
weVe gone a full half-block out 
of our way to use the walkway. 
Few would do this, and partic¬ 
ularly not the school children 
who literally swarm up Norsthway 
every day. So pedestrian safety 
is the key issue on Northway. 

Not many pedestrian accidents 
occur in old Greenbelt, but in the 
past year one resident of Hillside 
was struck and killed on Cres¬ 
cent Road. I don’t want to play 
Russian roulette on Northway 
any more than most Woodland 
Hills residents do — either as a 
pedestrian or as a motorist. But 
that’s what he's suggesting we do 
— by not building a sidewalk to 
accommodate pedestrians. 

2. I’m glad that Leonie Penney 
was able to supervise her child¬ 
ren’s walking to and from school, 
but remember that she lives on 


that road. Most children walk¬ 
ing up and down Northway be¬ 
fore and after school are not res¬ 
idents of Woodland Hills. In ad¬ 
dition, most parents today work 
full-time, so most children walk 
to and from school unsupervised. 
While [parents undoubtedly at¬ 
tempt to teach their children a- 
bout traffic safety, kids will be 
kids — and they will take risks. 
We need a sidewalk! 

A final comment: I agree that 
Northway has a lot of vehicular 
accidents. Most of them seem to 
occur in bad weather. Why not 
erect signs warning people that 
this road ices quickly and is ex¬ 
tremely slippery? Also a fair 
number of Woodland Hills resi¬ 
dents do not use their driveways 
but park on the street (even on 
the side of the street on which 
parking is prohibited!). With the 
high incidence of traffic accidents 
on this street, it seems to me 
that their own citizens’ associa¬ 
tion could take action against 
these people.

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Greenbelt pioneer Bernice 
Victoria Green Nelson, 84, died 
on February 9 in the Crofton 
Convalescent Center, Bowie. Born 
October 19, 1907, in Bates Coun¬ 
ty, Missouri, she was the eldest 
of five daughters born to Man- 
ley Ellis Green and Bessie Ella 
Stillwell. After the death of her 
mother in 1918, Bernice lived with 
her aunt. Dr. Icy Green Detweil- 
er, a dentist in Chicago, and 
then lived at Tudor Hall in 
Washington, D.C- with another 
aunt, Azalea Green Badgley, an 
artist and genealogist. 

Bernice graduated from the 
Georgetown School of Nursing 
in 1928. She married Lloyd L- 
Nelson in 1930. They were the 
first couple to be married in the 
National City Christian Church 
in Washington, D.C. 

The Nelsons, with their chil¬ 
dren, Lorene and Robert, came 
to Greenbelt to live at 45-L 
Ridge Road in December, 1937. 
It was the beginning of a life¬ 
long love for Greenbelt. She was 
active in the Woman’s Club of 
Greenbelt for 50 years and a 
member of the Greenbelt Com¬ 
munity Church. 

During her nursing career, 
Bernice worked in a variety of 
nursing positions- In 1938 she 
was the assistant superintendent 
of nursing in the new Greenbelt 
Hospital located at 30-B Ridge 
Road. When the hospital closed, 
she worked in the Cooperative 
Health Organization that formed 
at 30-D Ridge Road She later 
did office nursing for Dr- Wil¬ 
liam Eisner and Dr. William 
Self for several years while her 
children were growing up. 

In 1952 she began a 20-year 
distinguished career as a Public 
Health Nurse with the Prince 
Georges County Public Health 
Dept. She was assigned an area 
in Southern Maryland where her 
work was described as “superior 
in all respects” by her super- 
v sor. She used a family centered 
approach in working with pa¬ 
tients. focusing on a care plan 
that was tailored to meet the 
needs of each patient within the 
family system Along with a 
heavy patient case load, she also 
operated child health clinics, was 
the school health advisor to the 
Southern Health District, and 
chair of the Bureau of Nursing, 
School Health Committee. She 
retired in 1972 and became a 
world traveler, a member of a 
craft group, a bridge player, 
and a member of the Greenbelt 
Senior Citizens Club.

failed to win the support of the 
four council members present. 
(Thomas X. White did not at¬ 
tend the meeting.) These includ¬ 
ed a 25 cent increase in Green¬ 
belt Connection fares, charging 
for the delivery of picnic tables, 
higher charges to retrieve an 
impounded pet and a proposal 
to charge Greenbelt groups $25 
to use the multipurpose room in 
the police station. 

The rejected charges would 
not have produced significant 
revenues but, in the case of the 
Greenbelt Connection and the 
picnic tables, would have affect¬ 
ed a service that the council 
members felt was important to 
residents. 

Booting Scofflaws 

Hobbs was ready to concede 
defeat for his proposal for the 
city to begin booting parking 
scofflaws until council member 
Edward Putens asked who would 
be booted and under what con¬ 
ditions. Police Chief James R. 
Craze explained that the major¬ 
ity of those who accumulate 
large numbers of unpaid tickets 
have cars registered in other 
states. The city generally can 
collect for tickets left on cars 
with Maryland tags, since the 
owners cannot renew their tags 
until all state and local fines 
are paid. However, the city has 
no such leverage with out-of- 
state cars. 

Craze assured council that 
boots would be applied only for 
Greenbelt violations, not for 
tickets issued in other jurisdic¬ 
tions. The council members ac¬ 
cepted Craze's proposal that only 
cars with more than 10 out¬ 
standing tickets be booted and

that a $35 fee be charged for 
removal of the boot (in addition 
to paying the outstanding tick¬ 
ets and late fees). 

Those tickets and late fees* 
will also become more expensive 
if council takes formal action 
on its work session decisions. 
Fines will increase to $20 for 
general parking violations and 
$50 for parking in a fire lane. 
Both fines were previously $10. 
The fine for parking in a han¬ 
dicapped spot will remain at 
$50. 

Late charges will rise to $15 
after 15 days and $25 after 30 
days. Hobbs had proposed the 
first fine to apply after 10 days 
but the council members agreed 
with Putens' suggestion for 15 
days. Anyone whose car is im¬ 
pounded,such as for blocking a 
fire hydrant or parking in an 
unsafe manner, will face a $25 
fee to retrieve the car, again 
in addition to the cost of the 
ticket. 

Other fee changes likely to be 
approved on Monday include in¬ 
creasing refuse collection fees by 
$12/year to $138 (to be consid¬ 
ered during the upcoming bud¬ 
get review), a $4 increase in the 
cost of crime and accident re¬ 
ports (to $5) and a $15 increase 
in the cost of a residential drive¬ 
way permit. The fee for recon¬ 
struction of an accident is also 
likely to increase, although 
council could not agree upon an 
amount.

Greens Tour Indian Creek

People who walked into Joe’s around 2:30 on Satur¬ 
day, Feb. 22 saw an enthusiastic group of eight pile into 
two cars and head north for the headwaters of Indian 
Creek. Besides learning how to preserve the headwaters 
of the Chesapeake Bay, we learned much about local history 
and stream geography, as we followed the creek as it flowed 
south. 


The first stop was on the 
banks of Scotch Branch, just 
north of Beltsville- Nestled be¬ 
tween a giant office park and a 
collection of farms, Scotcn Run 
leaves the Laurel Sand and 
Gravel company’s prizewinning 
water treatment system as pris¬ 
tine, clear water. On one side, 
cows, horses and a friendly dog 
cavort on the soft, filtering soil 
by the stream. On the other side, 
endless ranks of cars and trucks 
drip oil on the flat, impermeable 
pavement. Water from this pave¬ 
ment is partly routed by tiny 
channels that end half way to 


the creek. From the channels to 
the creek, new erosion scars arc 
partly mitigated by a few piles 
of sharp, loose “riprap” bould¬ 
ers. 

Several branches of Indian 
Creek come together in the aban¬ 
doned but refit sand quarries of 
Beltsville. 

The local soil is made up of 
rounded gravel, sand and clay 
mixed together. This material is 
easily eroded if the lush carpet 
of vegetation is removed, 

Indian Creek comes close to 
the banks where it crosses Sun- 
nyside between Beltsville and

Greenbelt. Just downstream, a 

huge beaver dam keeps the wa¬ 
ter high. North of Powder Mill 
Road local businesses have 
planted the straight, even banks, 
stabilized by small boulders en¬ 
cased in plastic-coated wire 
mesh. Occasionally fishermen are 
seen trying their luck along 
here- Farther north a tremen¬ 
dous bloom of water plants 
grows just downstream from the 
mouth of Belt Run, which runs 
past a large garden supply store* 
The foliage attracts quite a bit 
of wildlife. 

Greenbelt 

Indian Creek remains clear and 
fresh as it emerges from the 
wetlands north of the Beltway. 
Nearby it’s combined with the 
water from Beaver Dam Creek, 
which drains northern Greenbelt. 
The water from Greenbelt Lake 
crosses under the Beltway and 
Cherrywood Lana through a 
small stream that has been pro¬ 
visionally named Walker Branch, 
and joins with Indian Creek 
where it passes the Metro Site 
on its way south to the Smith 
Property. Wildlife is so abund¬ 
ant here that some illegal hunt¬ 
ing was observed during our 


stop. 

Walker Branch was suggested 
as the most likely stream for the 
Greens to adopt. It dra ,ns 
Greenbelt Lake, which in turn 
drains most of central Green¬ 
belt. Residents of Springhill Lake 
will be encouraged to join the 
effort to keep this stream clean. 

A short drive to Greenbelt 
Road brought us from the nicest 
part of Indian Creek to the 
worst Here the now murky, 
polluted-looking waters flow 
slowly through old tires, car 
bumpers and broken concrete 
into a large, channelized stream- 
bed. Here is a challenge for lo¬ 
cal industry to join in making 
Indian Creek a nicer waterway 
to do business next co. 

South of Greenbelt Road, the 
parklands surrounding Indian 
Creek hide the straightened, pol¬ 
luted stream amid parks, woods, 
bike trails, and publicly owned 
but tightly locked Lake Metro. 

Ducks 

Wildlife is abundant along the 
banks here. While we watched 
a family of ducks swimming in 
the channel, Mike Judge of the 
Interstate Commission on the 
Potomac River Basin, told us of

seeing snakes eating frogs along 
here. Overabundant algae, caused 
by the pollution upstream, clings 
to every rock and bridge sup¬ 
port. This algae robs oxygen 
from the other inhabitants of the 
stream. This is one of the things 
that is killing the Chesapeake 
Bay. Simple things, like wash¬ 
ing cars with lots of soap, using 
too much lawn fertilizer, not re¬ 
cycling enough, and throwing 
trash in the streets and woods 
are some of the causes of this 
problem. 

Gravel bars are more visible 
further downstream in a park 
north of Calvert Road, where 
Indian Creek joins with Paint 
Branch to become Northeast 
Branch. Here the stream flows 
a little bit clearer, shortly be¬ 
fore it becomes the Anacostia 
River at the now silted-in ocean 
port of Bladensburg. 

A stop at a grassy plot in 
Bladensburg to search foi the 
lost Spa Spring brought our 
tour to a close. It was getting 
dark. The tour was an excellent 
way to discover the problems, 
benefits and heritage of our 
streams.
